JONATHAN.

The name "Brother Jonathan" 
as 
applied 
to 
America 
or to 
American citizens was formerly 
in much more general use than 
it is now. 
It originated 
during 
the 
War

Revolution. 
After Washington 
had been 
ap- 
pointed commander of the army 
he went 
to 
Massachusetts 
to 
get matters 
in shape there. 
He 
found a great 
scarcity 
of 
am- 
munition and other necessities, 
and for a time it seemed almost 
impossible 
to 
devise 
adequate 
means 
for the 
public 
safety. 
Jonathan 
Trumbull 
was 
then 
governor of Connecticut, a man 
of perfect 
integrity 
and 
great 
common-sens- 
e. 
Washington had 
implicit 
confidence 
in 
Trum- 
bull's judgment, 
so 
in his 
per- 
plexity 
concerning 
the 
Massa- 
chusetts situation 
he remarked, 
"We must consult Erother 
Jon- 
athan about this." 
He did so, 
and the governor was of great 
assistance 
to 
him. 
After that, 
when 
difficulties 
arose, 
it 
be- 
came common to say, "We will 
consult Brother Jonathan 
about 
this," and in time "Brother 
Jon- 
athan" became a synonym, so to 
speak, 
of 
the 
United 
States.
